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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections • 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by 
Chou (5772905). 

Chou teaches the claimed template with the second state (14,16) and the first 
state (20), the template having a pattem with protrusions and recessions, the template 
being made from silicon dioxide (Col. 4, lines 47-49). The conformable material and its 
features are the properties of the product of the apparatus and do not provide further 
structural limitations of the apparatus. 

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments filed 8/8/06 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. The arguments by the applicants concerning the reference have been 
considered. However, the invention as claimed states the properties of the conformable 
material that is the product fomied in the apparatus. The features do not further provide 
structural limitations to the apparatus claim and the prior art reference Chou is capable 
of having the original dimensions differing from the designed dimensions. The designed 
dimensions being the features on the recorded pattern on the confomnable material. 
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The template design can be a different dimension from the design of the molded 
product and this is entirely to the choice of the user in the amount of material used or 
the type of material used in the apparatus that is an intended use of the.apparatus. 
Therefore, rejection stands since the prior art teaches the structural limitations of the 
claimed apparatus.
